The 
court orders the trustees to absolutely 
desist from further management or 
interference with the business or the 
property of the trust, and. also from 
exercising apy power over the corpora- 
tions composing the trust, The court 
forbids the removal from. the State of 
any property of the trust except in the 
ordinary course of business. The 
court in force the original 
injunction restraining the Central 
Trust Company from reorganizing the 
trust.
